DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
6/30/2009 has been entered. 

It is to be noted that Claims 15 and 16 are directed to a manufacture since the 
claims recite a non-transitory storage medium. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach the limitations of a method and apparatus in a 
particular combination of steps and elements including the steps or functions of
